The arrival of the Jane from Engtand 
enables us to lay before our Readers the 
joyful intelligence that the Allies on the 
Sd July took possesgion of Paris by Ca- 
pitulation, 

Buonaparte attempted to escape; Fri- 
gates werc waiting for. him at Rochetort 
with the intention it is supposed for pros 
‚ceeding to Aimerica=he was taken, and 
brought a prisoner to England. Louis 
the 18th resumed possession of his Throne.

The last proceedings of the provisional 
Government and of the twa Chambers are 
mot without interest. On the 2Sih June 
M. Durbach communicated a letter write 
ten by the Duke of Otranto to the Duke 
of Wellington—the tenor of it ie to call 
upon the Allies (rough his Grace to coms 
pel uis to accept the Sceptre and Crown 
rom the asseblies. This intrigue failed, 
and the general belief is (hat from this pee 
ziod Fouche began to consult his own 
safety by cxerting his influence in favor 
of the lawtful Monarch. On the 4th, the 
Provisional Government communicate to 
the Chamber that they: found it im possible 
to prevent the Allies from entering Paris 
by main Force or by Negotiation, and 
they had preferred the latter ir order to 
save the Capital from destruction. On 
the 5th, Mons. Garat proposed {hat 
Louis’ Proctainatian should be read, but 
this was repressed. Oa the Gth, Napos 
leon’s statue waa vepleced over the Prusie 
“_dent's Chair by a ‘tricolored scarf, M, 
Manuel presented a Report of a Coumit- 
tee which had been appointed to draw up 
a plan òf a new Constitution. The report 
recommends the establishment of a limite 
ed Monarchy. On the Tth, the discuse 
sion on the new Constitution was resumerd, 
A Message was received from the Provie 
sional Government declaring their disap- 
pointment at nat being pereuittedd by the 
Allies to exercise the right óf chuice with 
respect to their future Sovereign==and ob- 
serving that as forcign Troops occupied 
the Thaillerics, they could only breathe 
wishes for their country's happiness and 
separate. When this Message was com- 


municated to the Peers they spontaneously 


and without debate readtiy concurred— 
but in the representatives M. Manuel, tak- 
ing advantage of "a ‘moment’s silence pro- 
posed that the Chamber should continmne 
their sitting and await the results ** Let us 
„* repeat an expression formeriy employed 
and which “resounded throughout 1ue 
St rope. We were sent hitler by our 
*& Gonstiluents and nothing but Bayoncts 
“ shall remove. us.’ _ The’ proposal was 
much epplauded, but not adopted. The 
Members cooly followed the example of 
the Peers. Ìn the interval Louis who 
was then at St. Denis, took measures to 
prevent their reassembling. He authorized 
Count Dessolle to resume the command 
ot the National Guard of Paris under 
Monsieur, and to prevent illegal asseme 
blages. That Othcer immediately locked 
the doors of both Chambers, and stations 
ed Froops at the entrances. When some 
dozen of the Members appearcd next 
morning claiming admittance they were 
turned away. The same day Louis de- 
clared the two Chambers dissolved, the 
white Cockade was hoisted, and the Fleurs 
de Lys replaced the tricolored flag. Ìt is 
said that 100 Deputies had suüscquently 
assembled at the house ot: Lanjuinais, 
their President, and protested against the 
restoration of tbe King by foreign Armies.

behind the boîre. Many Members of the

A Spanish Arny has entered France. By 
the Lrutch Mal we learn that tonay, 
Maubège, Landrecies, Condè,. and Lille, 
bad not surrendered to the King. 
Buonaparte itis eonjectured has made 
an attempt te escape to America, —On the 
25th June he applied to’ the Provisional 
Governmeut for (wo frigates, which were 
granted, — Passports tor ‘his voyage to he 
United Sintes were asked by Count 
Lignou of the Duke of Wellington, wio 
replied “he had no authority whatever 
from his Government to give auy sert ef 
answer to the demand of a passport and 
protection for Napoleon Buonaparte to g> 
to the United States of America.” —A 
Paris paperof the 8lh adds, we have just 
heard that Buonaparte has arrived at 
Rochefort. The Gazette of France of 
Tuesday says, “the National Guards ut 
Rochefort hat arrested Buonaparte.” — 
The British Parliament was closed on the 
13th July with a speech from His Royal 
Highness the Prince Regent, and pie 
rogued to the 22I August. 
“A Commercial Treaty is stated to have 
been completed between Great Britain 
and the United States of America-=it is 
short but comprehensive. by the first

The gates of my Kingdom are at last oper. 
before me. F hasten to briag back my mis- 
led subjects, to mitigate the catamities which 
Ï had. wished to prevent, to place myself a 
secund time between the Allied. and. French 
Armies in the.hope that tne feelings of con» 
tideration of which 1 may be the object may 
tend to theif preservation. TFhisie the only 
way dn which L have wishedto take part iu 
the War, 1 have not permi'ted. any Prince 
of wy family to appear in foreign ranks and 
hare chaincd the ecuurage of those of my 
Sertamie who hid been able to range theme 
selves arouud me. 

Returned to the soil of my Country, [take 
pleasure in spvaking confidencetomy people 3 
when | first reoppeared among yau À found 
men's minds agitated and heated by contende 
ing passions.s=My views ehGountered on 
every side nothing bat difficulties and obstae 
ces ; my Government was Îiable to commit 
Errors 3 perhaps it did commit them=ethere 
are times when the purest iutentions are ine 
sulficient to dieet, or Sometimes they even 
Wuslead.
